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Hawesville council, 
mayor bicker over 
city car policy

At Tuesday night’s 
Hawesville City Council 
meeting, the council re¬ 
fused to act on a change in 
the city policy to allow 
people other than city em¬ 
ployees to ride in city ve¬ 
hicles. Mayor 
Stephens wanted 
to change the 
policy to let her, 
council members 
or any other city 
employee to let 
non city employ¬ 
ees ride in the ve¬ 
hicles during the 
conduct of city business. 
Mayor Stephens said the 
proposed change allowed 
her to drive a prospective 
business owner around 
town, or allowed Supervi¬ 
sor of Utilities Mark Alford 
to take an engineer or any¬ 
one else to inspect city utili¬ 
ties when needed. 

Bill Buck, a former 
Hawesville City Council 
member, asked when the 
city purchased the vehicle 
in question. King said the 
city bought the car under 
his administration. Buck 
asked why, and King reit¬ 
erated it was for city em¬ 
ployees only. 

“I never drove it,” King 
said. 


Buck called the whole 
disagreement over the use 
of the city vehicle and the 
proposed change to the city 
policy ridiculous. He said 
the city needed to change 
policies from time to time 
as circumstances changed 
to keep them 
current. He 
then took King 
to task for mak¬ 
ing an issue of 
the matter. 

“I think 
what you are 
doing is run¬ 
ning for mayor before the 
mayor’s office is open,” 
Buck said. “I think that is 
what is influencing the de¬ 
cisions of some of these 
other people that follow 
step with you Charlie. I 
think some of these people 
are doing this to go along 
with you rather than what 
is best for the city. I do not 
always approve of the 
mayor in what she does.” 

Buck said King was at¬ 
tempting to make himself 
look better in the eyes of 
the voters by nitpicking a 
minor issue. He said every¬ 
one needed to follow the 
rules, then he took King to

Kentucky says bridge 
approach construction 
to start in 2014-15 cycle

Jason Ward, with the 
Kentucky Department of 
Transportation, provided 
Hancock County Fiscal 
Court members with an up¬ 
date on the Bob Cummings 
Lincoln Trail Bridge ap¬ 
proach rerouting project. 
Ward said the state contin¬ 
ues to put the finishing 
touches on the design of 
the approach. 

TWard said he expected 
physical construction of 
the project to start in the 
2014-15 construction cycle. 
He said the state recently 
started to acquire the right- 
of-ways needed for the 
project. After acquiring the 
necessary right-of-ways, 
utility relocation is the next 
phase of the project. When 
this phase ends, actual con¬ 
struction begins. 

The preliminary plan 
calls for the approach to 
travel west down Clay 
Street past the Hancock 
County Judicial Center, 
turn slightly left and go up 
the hill and intersect with 
U.S. 60 at the current inter¬ 


section with state Route 
3199. This route calls for 
state Route 3199 to be re¬ 
routed. 

The preliminary plans 
show state Route 3199 
bearing to the left begin¬ 
ning at the Hawesville wa¬ 
ter tower, and then looping 
around to the right and in¬ 
tersecting with the new 


bridge approach approxi¬ 
mately where Hawes Blvd. 
intersects with state Route 
3199 now. Several proper¬ 
ties sit along this proposed 
route. 

The bridge approach 
promises to dramatically 
change the appearance of 
that general location be¬ 
cause it takes a massive 


amount of fill dirt to bring 
the road up the hill. Pre¬ 
liminary plans call for the 
leveling of the hill at the 
current intersection with 
state Route 3199 and U.S. 
60 to help provide the nec¬ 
essary fill dirt to build the 
roadway.

Bud Walters, currently 
the president of The 
Cromwell Group, Inc. based

Walters got his start in 
radio when he was in college 
at DePauw University in 
Greencastle, Ind., where he 
found his passion for the 
field. He also found that he 
wasn’t good on the radio so 


to work in radio he needed 
to get into the business side. 

While studying FCC law 
at Indiana University, 
Walters was required to fill 
out an FCC application, so 
instead of doing a test one he 
filled one out to start 
WKCM-AM.

Breckinridge 
County approves 
alcohol sales

Recently the residents of 
Breckinridge County voted 
to allow alcohol sales, ending 
over 70 years of being a dry 
county. According to David 
Hayes, editor of Breckin¬ 
ridge County’s The Herald- 
News, the state approved 
Breck for eight package li¬ 
quor license stores, and an 
unlimited number of li¬ 
censes for retail outlets to 
sell beer. 

Hayes said so far 14 re¬ 
tail outlets filled out permits 
to sell beer, including the 
IGA grocery stores in 
Irvington and Hardinsburg, 
as well as the Wal-Mart in 
Hardinsburg. Many, but not 
all of the licenses to sell al¬ 
cohol, concentrate around 
the Rough River area. He 
said outlets in the Peter Cave 
area, Falls of Rough, Harned 
and McDaniels applied for li¬ 
censes. In addition, outlets in 
the Cloverport area also ap¬ 
plied to sell alcohol. 

In 2010 the city of Har¬ 
dinsburg held a special elec¬ 
tion that allowed limited al¬ 
cohol sales in restaurants. 


The restaurants in question 
needed to seat over 50 
people, and sit in specific 
precincts. 

Hayes said after three 
years, voters in specific pre¬ 
cincts in the county possess 
the option to revisit the is¬ 
sue, and vote a specific pre¬ 
cinct dry. Any business in 
that precinct that sells alco¬ 
hol, if it goes dry, must stop 
alcohol sales.

The city of Hawesville 
held a special meeting at 
5:30 p.m. Tuesday evening 
to seek public input on a 
proposal to apply for a Land 
and Water Grant from the 
National Park Service to 
fund the second phase of 
the proposed river front 
project. During the monthly 
city council meeting that 
started at 6:30 p.m. the 
council voted 5-1 to apply 
for the grant. The 
city asked for 
$25,000, and needs 
to match this 
amount for a total 
of $50,000. The 
city plans to build 
the park on the 
river side of the 
floodwall starting at the 
boat ramp and going north 
along the levy. 

Council member Junnie 
Morris voiced the only op¬ 
position to the grant. He ex¬ 
plained to Stephens why he 
did not support the mea¬ 
sure. 

“I am against this be¬ 
cause I guess I misunder¬ 
stood our responsibility,” 
Morris said. “I thought it 
was a grant with no matches 
or whatever. I was misun¬ 
derstanding what we were 
doing. 

“We do not have the rev¬ 
enue to support this. Would 
I like to see the park? Sure, 
if we could afford it. I think 
we are putting an expense 
on the city we cannot afford. 
This is my personal opin¬ 
ion.” 

During the public hear¬ 
ing concerning the grant, 
GRADD’s Brad Alley ex¬ 
plained that once the city ac¬ 
cepted the funds and built 
the park, the city needed to 
maintain it in good condi¬ 
tion. He said the govern¬ 
ment sends out inspectors 
to ensure local govern¬ 


ments keep the parks main¬ 
tained. If the inspectors find 
the park in a state of disre¬ 
pair, the government sends 
in crews to repair the park, 
and sends the bill to the lo¬ 
cal government. 

“Once we get this, we 
are responsible for it, and 
the federal government is 
going to see we keep it up, 
whether we want to or not,” 
Morris said. “If we get it put 
down there and the citizens 
do not use it or 
it deteriorates 
away, the fed¬ 
eral govern¬ 
ment is going 
to see that we 
keep it main¬ 
tained, and 
that is going to 
be an expense on the city I 
do not think we can afford 
at this time.” 

Morris said he also op¬ 
poses the grant because 
prior to the meeting he 
asked Hawesville’s Supervi¬ 
sor of Utilities Mark Alford 
about a long-term budget 
for the city’s infrastructure 
needs. Morris said Alford 
told him the city lacks the 
revenue to create such a 
budget.

task for incidents that took 
place when King was 
mayor. 

“In fact I know when 
you were city mayor, for 
three years city accounts 
were not audited, and you 
violated a state law when 
you did that,” Buck said. 
“Financial reports were not 
forwarded to the state for 
three years, a violation of 
state law.” 

The issue arose during 
the February meeting 
when former Mayor 
Charles King accused cur¬ 
rent Mayor Rita Stephens 
of violating city policy by 
driving the car on city busi¬ 
ness. He said the city policy 
allowed only city employ¬ 
ees to drive the vehicle, and 
he said Stephens was not a 
city employee. 

City Attorney John 
Burlew examined the issue 
of whether or not the policy 
allowed Stephens and 
council members to drive 
the car. Burlew said he 
checked with Owensboro 
City Attorney Ed Ray about 
the issue, and said Ray told 
him that in regards to us¬ 
ing the car, the mayor was 
considered an employee, 
as were city council mem¬ 
bers. He said that allowed 
the mayor to drive the car 
on city business. 

“John, I take issue, I re¬ 
spect your opinion, but we 
are not employees in no 
way, shape or fashion,” 
King said. “You need to 
check into that a little 
more.” 

Burlew said that Ed Ray 
is well versed in municipal 
law, and that if Ray said the 
mayor and city council 
members met the defini¬ 
tion of an employee in re¬ 
gards to the use of the ve¬ 
hicle, he believed Ray. King 
continued to disagree with 
Burlew on this point. 

As for the proposed 
policy change to allow the 


mayor or council members 
to allow someone else in 
the vehicle during the con¬ 
duct of city business, 
Burlew recommended the 
council change the policy. 

“It does not make sense 
to me that you all or the 
mayor cannot take a poten- 
tial business owner or 
someone wanting to move 
to Hancock County to start 
a business with you,” 
Burlew said. 

King reminded the 
council that the city pur¬ 
chased the car for the of¬ 
fice workers to use to go to 
GRADD meetings, and to 
go to the post office. He 
said only the employees, 
not the mayor or council 
members were authorized 
to drive the city car. 

“If we change this policy 
to suit the mayor, she is go¬ 
ing to come at you boys 
with both feet,” King said. 
“She will want to change 
everything in it.” 

Stephens shot King a 
sharp look, but did not re¬ 
spond to his remarks. She 
asked the council their 
opinion on the proposed 
change. Council member 
Kevin Linn said he did not 
think the city needed to 
change the policy. Council 
members Joy Haycraft and 
Junnie Morris said they did 
not know for sure how they 
felt about the issue. 
Stephens then asked coun¬ 
cil member Danny Doyle 
his opinion. 

“We are going from one 
thing to another,” Doyle 
said. “If it is not broke, do 
not fix it.” 

At that point J.N. 
Boling, a citizen attending 
the meeting, stood up and 
voiced his opinion on the 
disagreement between the 
council and mayor 
Stephens. 

“I am tired of all this 
bickering,” Boling said. 
“Why can’t we work to¬ 
gether and settle some¬ 
thing? We are not settling 
anything the way we are 
going.” 



way back to 1902 on the fight against alco¬ 
hol sales in Hancock County. 

Apparently the fight against whiskey that year didn’t suc¬ 
ceed. 

The second story, here says it was not until July of 1939 
that the sale of alcohol ceased in Hancock County. 

I remember having lunch with J.C. Adams (now de¬ 
ceased) several years ago. I asked him what Hawesville was 
like back years ago. He said it was a rough town. There 
were several saloons in Hancock County that probaby con¬ 
tributed to that statement. 

Over the years I’ve heard rumors that a petition would 
be brought to get a vote on the ballot for the County to ‘go 
wet.’ I was told to get it on the ballot a petition signed by 
qualified voters would have to have a number of names to¬ 
taling 25 percent of the voters that voted in the last preced¬ 
ing general election. Although this rumor has floated around 
for years nothing has ever come of it.

The war is on. 

And the fight against whis¬ 
key will be carried to the limit 

The war is on! There is no hope of peace until after Janu¬ 
ary 26, when a vote will be taken on whether or not whiskey 
shall continue to be sold in Hawesville. 

When we say war, we do not mean it in a personal way, 
because the utmost good feeling exists between both ele¬ 
ments and we predict that no device can be sprung by which 
they can be made to clash and abuse on another as they did 
in previous whiskey campaigns. 

The war simply refers to the campaign of the temper¬ 
ance element, which is now on in earnest and which will 
grow in velocity for the next thirty days. 

The temperance people are meeting regularly each 
Thursday night at the courthouse and in it considerable en¬ 
thusiasm was shown. All the ministers in town including 
the colored preacher were there and gave their voice to the 
support of the cause. Songs were rendered and appropriate 
talks made. 

As the Clarion sees it, the situation in Hawesville in this 
contest is peculiar. 

As a rule, the business element is opposed to any change 
being made in the present condition except probably, they 
would have the Sunday enforcement of law made a perma¬ 
nent thing, instead of a temporary matter to make capital 
for the whiskey cause. They do not use whiskey, but claim 
that it will be used here in spite of the called local option. 
We believe they are sincere about it.

Local option 
wins in county 

Majority of 231 votes gives 
drys decisive victory 

Hancock County went “dry” last Saturday by a major¬ 
ity of 234 votes. The total vote was 1092 to 858. In adopt¬ 
ing the Local Opinion law which outlaws the sale of all 
intoxicants with alcoholic content of over one (1) per¬ 
cent. Hancock County became the forty ninth county in 
Kentucky to go into to “dry” column. 

For the past month there has been wide-spread inter¬ 
est in the election with opposing forces making their ap¬ 
peals to the voters through the press, mails, and personal 
contacts. The vote was considered heavy for a special 
election. 

The Pellville precinct returned the greatest “dry” ma¬ 
jority in the election. In this precinct, the “wets” were 
snowed under to the tune of 195 to 14. The four Hawesville 
precincts went “wet” by 34 votes and the Lewisport pre¬ 
cincts went “dry” by 17 votes.

When Morris started to 
make his remarks in oppo¬ 
sition, he and Mayor 
Stephens exchanged 
glances. Morris said that it 
upset Stephens when he 
filled out the form in oppo¬ 
sition to the project. He 
then addressed Stephens’ 
leadership style. 

“Rita, you have made it 
impossible for us to work as 
a council,” Morris said. 
‘That is what Danny Doyle 
just said, and that is what 
Kevin Linn was getting at. 
You do not try to work with 
us. I know what you tell the 
citizens here. I have bent 
over backwards—I have 
been in your office trying to 
work with you.” 

In January of this year 
the city received approval 
for $25,000 for the first 
phase of the project. The 
first phase consists of in¬ 
stalling a basketball court, 
playground equipment, pic¬ 
nic tables and some light¬ 
ing. 

In addition, the city ap¬ 
plied with Owensboro 
Health for a grant to fund a 
walking trail at the river 
front park. It is a 100-per¬ 
cent grant. 

The second phase of the 
project includes additional 
playground equipment, a 
shelter, picnic tables and 
lighting. An intense discus¬ 
sion ensued before the 
council approved the mo¬ 
tion. 

“Council, would you all 
like to apply for this grant 
for our river front park?” 
Hawesville Mayor Rita 
Stephens asked. ‘The citi¬ 
zens of Hawesville need 
money spent on them...It is 
not for me, it is for the citi¬ 
zens of Hawesville. I do not 
understand why the council 
would not be for that.” 

When Stephens made 
these remarks, council 
member Kevin Linn took 
exception to her words. 

“What are you doing?” 
he asked. “We have not 
even had a chance to dis¬ 
cuss this.” 

Mayor Stephens re¬ 
sponded by saying she 
knew the council needed to 
discuss the matter. 

“I am saying I do not 


know why you would not be 
for it,” she said. 

Linn told Stephens he 
did not need a lecture from 
her about the matter, and 
asked to discuss the issue. 
Stephens reminded Linn 
that the council approved 
the same type of grant last 
year. Linn also reminded 
Stephens that the council 
also supported her efforts 
to seek the grant last year. 

“Can we discuss this?” 
Linn asked. “Will every¬ 
body be quiet so we can get 
this done?” 

Stephens agreed, and 
Linn asked Stephens to ex¬ 
plain the grant. She told him 
this grant included funding 
for a shelter, picnic tables 
and lighting. 

“What is our responsibil¬ 
ity?” Linn asked. 

Stephens said the city 
needed to match the grant’s 
$25,000, but that did not 
mean the city needed to 
take money from the city 
budget. She said the city 
can reach the required 
match by donating in-kind 
labor to the project, and 
seeking donations from the 
citizens. 

“If we do not get the do¬ 
nations, we do not have to 
take their money, but if we 
do not apply for it we will 
never get it,” Stephens said. 

Linn asked Stephens if 
the city needed to make the 
decision on the match im¬ 
mediately, and she said no. 
After hearing Stephens’ an¬ 
swer, Linn made a motion to 
accept resolution 01-13 ap¬ 
plying for the grant, and 
council member Danny 
Doyle provided the second. 


Palm trees at 
Fort Knox may 
be German 
POW drawings 

FORT KNOX, Ky. (AP) 
Small etchings of a palm tree 
that appear on dozens of 
chimneys at Fort Knox are 
believed to be the work of 
German prisoners of war 
held during World War II. 

Matt Rector, Fort Knox 
historic preservation special¬ 
ist, tells the News Enterprise 
that he’s counted 39 such 
drawings on residential 
housing on the Kentucky in¬ 
stallation, but says there are 
probably more. 

“These are predomi¬ 
nantly located along Fifth Av¬ 
enue,” Rector said, referring 
to an area where housing 
units date back to the 1930s 
and remains a residential 
area of the Army installation. 

‘There are nine duplexes 
that have both chimneys 
tagged,” he said. 

Fort Knox opened a POW 
camp in February 1944 and 
the first POWs to arrive were 
Italians. It wasn’t until later 
in 1944 that German POWs 
first arrived at Fort Knox. 
Many of those German pris¬ 
oners were sent to prison 
camps in Texas and some 
were moved to Kentucky. 

During the time the camp 
was open, Fort Knox saw 
some 2,000 German POWs 
before the camp was closed 
in 1946, Rector said. 

A group of German 
POWs from the Afrika Korps 
captured in Tunisia in 1943 


were among those who even¬ 
tually arrived at Fort Knox 
and provide a key to the mys¬ 
terious palm tree drawings, 
Rector said. 

Rector said the Afrika 
Korps used a symbol of a 
palm tree overlaid with a 
swastika, although none of 
the palm tree sketches found 
at Fort Knox have swastikas. 

But Rector cannot say for 
certain how the drawings 
were left on chimneys, al¬ 
though Rector says they are 
“up there for some reason.” 

He thinks the same indi¬ 
vidual may have been re¬ 
sponsible for all the draw¬ 
ings and believes it may be 
possible that one of the 
POWs created the drawings 
while performing work on 
the roofs. 

The POWs were put to 
work in and around Fort 
Knox, but they were mainly 
used for off-post work, Rec¬ 
tor said. He said not all the 
work orders from that era 
still exist. 

“Unfortunately, we don’t 
have an inventory,” he said. 

For now, the Fort Knox 
palm trees and who put them 
there remain a mystery to 
Rector. 

“I’m hoping one day I’ll 
find out more of the story, or 
‘the rest of the story,’ as Paul 
Harvey used to say,” Rector 
said.

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) A 
proposal to draw new 
boundary lines around 
House districts was among 
a litany of high-profile bills 
that didn’t survive the leg¬ 
islative session that ended 
Tuesday night. 

The Democratic-con- 
trolled House had passed 
the bill that would have pit¬ 
ted 13 incumbents—12 of 
them Republican—against 
each other in next year’s 
elections. The Republican- 
led Senate refused to go 
along. 

Redistricting is supposed 
to occur every 10 years to 
account for population 
changes found by the U.S. 
Census Bureau. Kentucky 
is behind other states in 
completing the divisive 
chore. 

The following bills also 
fell by the wayside: 

Medicaid payments 

The bill would have 
forced Medicaid-managed 
care organizations to reim¬ 
burse hospitals for all types 
of emergency care. Propo¬ 
nents of that bill said it was 


needed because managed 
care groups now reimburse 
hospitals only for treat¬ 
ments they deem neces¬ 
sary. 

Dating violence 

The bill would have al¬ 
lowed couples who don’t 
live together—including 
minors—o obtain protection 
from abuse. 

The bill would have 
added the term “dating re¬ 
lationship” to Kentucky’s 
domestic violence law. Ken¬ 
tucky is one of three states 
that lack civil protection for 
couples who are dating or 
have dated. Currently, 
Kentucky’s civil courts offer 
protection orders to mar¬ 
ried and divorced couples, 
those who have lived to¬ 
gether, and couples who 
share a child. 

Nullification of 
federal gun laws 

The bill would have pro¬ 
hibited Kentucky from en¬ 
forcing new federal gun con¬ 
trol laws if enacted, though 
several state lawmakers 
said the proposal was sym¬ 
bolic and had no power to 
supersede federal law. 

The one-page bill 
deemed unenforceable fed¬ 
eral bans on gun ownership 
and registration. It specifi¬ 
cally mentions semi-auto¬ 
matic firearms and their 
magazines. 

Bills in other statehouses 
this year would go further. 
The Salt Lake Tribune re¬ 
ported this month that more 
than 20 states are trying to 
pass bills similar to one in 
Utah that would give local 
police the authority to arrest 
federal agents who try to 
take local residents’ guns. 

Abolishment of 
constables 

The bill would have abol¬ 
ished the office of constable. 
The proposal, which state 
lawmakers have been trying 
to pass in various forms for 
years, would have amended 
Kentucky’s constitution to 
eliminate the elected posi¬ 
tion. Constables have the 
same law enforcement pow¬ 
ers as sheriffs, but the office 
lacks any training require¬ 
ments.

more of these questions, a 
grant Hancock County Fis¬ 
cal Court plans to apply for 
this spring might help you 
get a new home. 

“We just need to demon¬ 
strate need,” Joanna Shake, 
Green River Area Develop¬ 
ment District Associate Di¬ 
rector for Community and 
Economic Development, 
said. ‘The only way to do 
that is to get the word out.” 

The county needs 
people that own houses 
that need major renovation 
to contact the Hancock 
County Judge/Executive’s 
office and fill out an appli¬ 
cation for the housing as¬ 
sistance. The county wants 
to repair four homes this 
year, if the county receives 
the grant. The more appli¬ 
cations the county re¬ 
ceives, the more likely it is 
to be awarded the grant. 
Call (270) 927-8137 to make 
an appointment. 

The family requesting 
help needs to meet income 
guidelines set by the pro¬ 
gram. For a family of four, 
income must not exceed 
$43,600. Other criteria in¬ 
cludes the family must pos¬ 
sess a deed and title (if ap¬ 
plicable) in the name of the 
homeowner. The home 
must be located inside Han¬ 
cock County and the fam¬ 
ily must reside in the struc¬ 
ture being rehabilitated. 

“We can totally redo a 
home,” Shake said. “Which 
is essentially a tear down 
and rebuild.” 

The grant comes from 
the Governor’s Office of 
Local Development, and 
comes in the form of a 
Community Development 
Block Grant. More impor¬ 
tantly, for the four families 
chosen, a new home costs 
almost nothing. 

Each chosen family 


must come up with $1,000 
to help toward the home, in 
addition to working 100 
hours helping build the 
home in some way. For 
families unable to come up 
with the $1,000, GRADD 
possesses low interest 
loans to cover this cost. 

“We can do a five-year 
loan,” Shake said. “The 
payment would be about 
$20 per month.” 

The mortgage itself 
costs nothing. Shake said a 
10-year forgivable mort¬ 
gage exists on the new 
homes. Each year the fam¬ 
ily lives in the home, the 
program forgives 10-per¬ 
cent of the loan. If the fam¬ 
ily lives in the home for 10 
years, the family receives a 
clear title to the home.

When that happens, the 
state plans to open the west 
end of Hawes Blvd. and 
close the east end. The rea¬ 
son is because the east end 
of the road will sit many 
feet higher than the new 
bridge approach route. 

Ward also talked about 
the widening of the west 
bound lanes of U.S. 60. He 
said the state put in $2 mil¬ 
lion to widen the roadway. 
The next phase starts just 
east of Vastwood Park, and 
goes approximately to the 
intersection with state 
Route 1957. Ward said he 
expected this project to 
also start during the 2014- 
15 construction cycle. 

he purpose of the re¬ 
routing is to take the semi 
traffic out of downtown 
Hawesville. Currently semi 
traffic comes off the 
bridge, turns north onto 
Main Street and the trucks 
either turn left at the inter¬ 
section with Main Cross, or 
go the length of Main 
Street and turn left onto 
Harrison Street, and follow 
that road out to U.S. 60. 

The problem is that 
barely enough room exists 
for a semi to make these 
turns, especially for semis 
turning at the stoplight. 


Though signs exist telling 
traffic to stop at a specific 
point to give semis room to 
turn, many motorists sim¬ 
ply ignore the signs and 


pull past them when stop¬ 
ping at the light. This cre¬ 
ates a situation where the 
semis lack the room to 
make their turns.

Oil extraction 
from shale 
deposits could 
start soon 

RUSSELLVILLE, Ky. (AP) 
Oil could be drilled later this 
month from shale deposits 
from a mine in Logan 
County, southern Kentucky 
officials said. 

Arrakis Oil Recovery is 
developing the Stampede 
Mine north of Russellville 
and has done site prepara¬ 
tion such as runoff ponds 
and building a facility where 
oil would be extracted from 
shale deposits that start just 
a few feet below the topsoil. 
Heavy construction equip¬ 
ment dots the landscape at 
the site of the mine. 

Logan County Judge-Ex¬ 
ecutive Logan Chick told 
The Daily News the mine op¬ 
erators held a job fair last 
month in an effort to add 
employees at the 121-acre 
site. 

“I know they’re building 
roads into some of the sites 
where they’re going to 
mine,” Chick said. 

The shale deposits that 
will be mined are part of a 
band that stretches across 
northern Logan County into 
Edmonson County. Arrakis 
President Jeffrey Wilson 
told the Daily News last year 
that the mechanical and 
chemical oil extraction pro¬ 
cess uses no heat, resulting 
in virtually no harmful air 
emissions, and the chemi¬ 
cals and water used in the 
process will be recycled. 

Tom Harned, executive 
director of the Logan Eco¬ 
nomic Alliance for Develop¬ 
ment, said the deposits have 
been well known for years. 

“Since the turn of the pre¬ 
vious century, there have 
been various ventures over 
the years to extract the oil 
from the shale, but none 
have been really successful,” 
Harned said. 

Mine officials acquired 
the mineral rights and leases 
to several properties in the 
area. 

Any oil extracted will be 
shipped to refineries near 
the Gulf of Mexico.

I 
just can’t do it. 

Another major storyline 
about this game is that 
Michigan is playing in the 
National Championship for 
the first time in 20 years. But 
here is the real shocking 
part of that statement—I re¬

Have you ever been with 
someone when they 
breathed their last breath? 
Oh, how we cling to the last 
words spoken before death. 
Have you ever wondered 
what Jesus said just before 
He died upon the cross? 

“And Jesus, crying with a 
loud voice, said, Father, into 
thy hands I commend my 
spirit: and having said this, 
he gave up the ghost” (Luke 
23:46). 

“Into thy hand I com¬ 
mend my spirit” are the 
words of Psalm 31:5. Jesus 
was thoroughly familiar with 
Scriptures, and had quoted 
them often throughout His 
preaching ministry. Now, 
even at the point of death, He 
quotes once again. What an 
example! He died with scrip¬ 
ture on His lips. 

Many claim to love God 
and purport to love His 
word. But few really seem to 
feast daily upon the holy 
Bible. How fitting it would be 
for you and me to die with 
Scripture upon our tongues. 


How can it 
have been 20 years ago? 
Where has the time gone? 

I realize this is not a 
sports column, other people 
at this newspaper are far bet¬ 
ter at that than me, but be 
patient for a moment.

It is also significant that 
with his dying breath, Jesus 
calls God, His “Father.”

On 
one occasion, they sought to 
kill Him, because He “called 
God his own Father, making 
himself equal with God” 
(John 5:18). Those jealous 
men knew there were only 
two possibilities to explain 
what Christ had spoken. Ei¬ 
ther Jesus was on a plane 
with God, or He spoke blas¬ 
phemy. They never even 
considered the possibility 
that this poor man raised 
near Galilee could be God in 
the flesh, so they charged 
Him with blasphemy. In re¬ 
ality, Jesus actually was 
“Immanuel, which is, being 
interpreted, God with us” 
(Matthew 1:23). 

Our Lord’s dying words 
also indicate His trust in the 
heavenly Father. The word 
“commend” here means to 
present; as one who would 


left. This resulted in a tech¬ 
nical foul giving the ball and 
the victory to North Caro¬ 
lina. 

A simple mistake in a 
pressure packed situation 
was costly. Life’s stresses 
mount up for all of us. 
Health issues, financial prob¬ 
lems, and unforeseen family 
matters can knock us for a 
loop. The best way to handle 
those things is to take a 
“time-out” and get alone with 
God. Regular worship on 
Sundays, plus a daily time of 
prayer can go a long way in 
providing us with a new per¬ 
spective and strength. God is 
worthy of my highest praise, 
but I am the one who ben¬ 
efits when I take the oppor¬ 
tunity to do it.

Spencer Farms 
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State to blacktop 
five roads in county

Jason Ward with the 
Kentucky Transportation 
Department appeared be¬ 
fore Hancock County Fis¬ 
cal Court Monday morning 
and informed the court the 
state planned to blacktop 
five roads in Hancock 
County this year. Ward said 
the state plans to blacktop 
parts of state Route 657, 
state Route 271, state Route 
2181, state Route 144 and 
state Route 334. 

“We tried to pick the 
worse roads in the county,” 
Ward said. ‘We are trying 
to cover the bad areas.” 

The state plans to use 
two different pots of money 
to pave the roads. The state 
plans to use funds from the 
Rural Secondary Road 
Fund to pave KY 657, 271 
and 2181, and money from 
the MP fund for KY 334 and 
144. 


Free tree 
seedlings to 
landowners 

The Hancock County 
Conservation District will 
once again offer free tree 
seedlings to Hancock 
County residents. They will 
be giving out these free 
seedlings at the Hancock 
County Farmers Market 
Shelter at the entrance of 
Vastwood Park on High¬ 
way 60 West of 
Hawesville, between the 
hours of 8:00 a.m. and 
5:00 p.m. Thursday, April 
18th. The seedlings that 
may be available this year 
are Baldcypress, Red Bud, 
Persimmon, Pecan, Pawpaw, 
and White Pine. Since they 
have a limited amount of 
trees there will be a limit of 
10 trees per landowner. If 
there are any trees left after 
the giveaway on Thursday, 
they will be given out on Fri¬ 
day, April 19th, starting at 
9:00 a.m. until they are gone. 


State Route 144 re¬ 
ceives the most pavement. 
The state plans to blacktop 
eight miles of the road, 
from the intersection with 
state Route 69 to Goering 
Road. Since the state actu¬ 
ally bid out this project last 
year, the contractor must 
complete this work by June 
30 of this year. State Route 
334 receives almost four 
miles of pavement. The 
state plans to start paving 
at the Hancock/Daviess 
County line, and go to 
Knox Lane west of 
Lewisport. 

From the Rural Second¬ 
ary Road pot, state Route 
657 gets just over 3.5 miles 
of pavement. The state 
plans to start paving at the 
Hancock/Daviess County 
line and go to the intersec¬ 
tion with state Route 1403. 
State Route 271 receives 
pavement from the inter¬ 
section with state Route 
1389 to Hilldale Road, a dis¬ 
tance of 2.4 miles.

HARDINSBURG, Ky. (AP) 
A brother and sister have 
been killed in a car crash 
that overturned a tanker 
hauling thousands of gal¬ 
lons of gasoline. 

Kentucky State Police 
say 28-year-old Justin J. 
Glisson of Irvington was 
driving a 1977 Chevrolet 
Nova west on U.S. 60 near 
Hardinsburg when the car 
crossed the center line. 
Glisson’s car hit a 2004 
freightliner tanker truck 
headed east with a load of 
about 9,000 gallons of gaso¬ 
line at about 10:55 a.m. CST 
Saturday. 

The Lexington Herald- 
Leader reported that the 
Breckinridge County 
Coroner’s Office pro¬ 
nounced Glisson dead at 
the scene. His sister, 27- 
year-old Tracy Glisson of 
Cloverport, was taken to 
University Hospital in Lou¬ 
isville where she died early 
Sunday.
